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BEER, SALES TAX 
ASKED IN ALABAMA 


Major Battles Expected 
as Caucus Is Called on 


Beverage Issue. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 3.—(/7) 
The first step in precipitating two 
major battles in the Alabama legis- 
lature—prohibition modification and 
sales tax—-were made today as bills 
on both were included in a flood of 
four score new measures introduced. 

In the crop of new bills several 
were designed to raise revenue, in- 
cluding the general revenue bill. A 
proposal to tax theater tickets, one 
to levy on wholesalers of soft drinks, 
and a levy of 3 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet on natural gas. 

The prohibition modification meas- 
ure was one by Representative Lou 
Sanderson, of Montgomery, who pro- 
posed to legalize the sale of beer in 
Jefferson, Montgomery and 
counties, 
the educational trust fund. 

A license of $200 annually would 
be imposed on wholesalers and $50 
annually on retailers. 

Introduction of the bill was follow: 
ed by a call for a “closed caucus” 
of all legislators favoring local op 
tion to be held Tuesday night. 

Senator Isham Dorsey, of Lee, 
whose district includes Russell coun- 
ty, said the caucus would seek to 
agree on a bill for legalization of 
whisky, beer and wine in all coun- 
ties that voted wet in the February 
26 referendum. 

A challenge was issued by Senator 
J. Miller Bonner of Wilcox, who said 
any “whisky bill’ would be fought 
by all drys, regardless of regulations 
or other features.

GREENVILLE, Ga., May 3.—The 
man who declined a $10,000-a-year 
position rather than leave his old 
home town has at last been discov- 
ered. He is none other than Judge 
Henry H. Revill, Greenville newspa- 
per publisher, recently appointed a 
member of the legal staff of the At- 
lanta agency of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 7 
Judge Revill—and he earned his 
title by serving 22 years as city judge 
of Greenville, during which period he 
handled more cases than any other 
country jurist and experienced only 
seven reversals—is the original 
“Roosevelt for President” man.

Way back in 1925, when Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt was a resident of 
Warm Springs and long before he was

Meriwether county and the wide world 
that the former assistant secretary of 
the navy was the logical man for the 
presidency of the United States. 

Some of Judge Revill’s subscribers 
may have doubted the editorial just 
a little bit, even though most of them 
knew Mr. Roosevelt, then a private 
citizen, and undoubtedly realized that 
he had capabilities. The passing years, 
however, have justified that editorial, 
and you may take the Greenville edi- 
tor’s word for it that the man he 
first put forward for the presidency 
is not only the greatest president the 
United States has ever known, but 
the world’s greatest man.

Industrial Farm for Colored Boys. 

We found the industrial farm for 
colored boys, with Mr. Waits as su- 
perintendent, in excellent condition. 
Everything was very clean; the boys 
seemed to be in good health and happy. 

The livestock, such as hogs, cows, 
and mules, also four brood mares, were 
in fine condition. 

We went over the farm with Mr. 
Waits and found lots of oats and 
wheat which looked very good.

A Russian Prince 


Writes of England. 

Prince Mirsky, who lectured at 
King's College, England, and wrote 
on Russian literature, went back to 
Russia a few years ago and is now 
an editorial writer on “Isvestia.”’ He 
had been a soldier in the war and 


in Denikin’s army, but contact wth

Raws Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon 


WHIRL WASHINGTON, May 3.—The atmosphere is not the 
only thing which has been balmy around here lately. 
The boys who have been negotiating the NRA compromise have 
been at least 20 degrees hotter and dizzier than the temperature. 
For instance, congressmen emerged from President Roosevelt’s 
office one day and announced they had been unable to agree about 
an NRA compromise. Shortly thereafter, efficient Senator Pat Har- 
rison announced to his finance committee that the president would 
accept the compromise. Chairman Doughton, at the other side of 
the capitol, immediately implied the president would not. 
New Dealer Roper praised the compromise, indicating it had 
administration approval. NRA-er Harriman in a press conference 
then railed against the compromise, indicating it was unacceptable. 


TEAM-PLAY When Harriman was told what Roper had said, he 

decided to see Co-ordinator Richberg, who appar- 
ently was co-ordinating something else at that moment. Mr. Harri- 
man returned with the news that Mr. Richberg would not utter a 
word and implied that Richberg was in a condition of silent de- 
jection about the compromise. 

But when New Dealer Roper learned what NRA-er Harriman had 
said, he sent out word to cancel his original approval of the com- 
promise. It was cancéled by newspapers. between editions. 

To top it all off, the administration senators then approved the 
compromise in the senate finance committee and reported it to 
the senate. This left nearly everyone in a complete state of con- 


fusion as to who was for what, if anything. 
SOLUTION The answer to all this unco-ordinated commenting 
is simple. What Mr. Roosevelt actually said’ in the 
first place was that he did not approve the compromise, but he 
would not veto it, if congress approved it. This was the same as 
telling congress to go ahead and approve it, because congressmen 
were ready to grasp any way out. It did not take them long to 
catch on, but some of the New Dealers required a little longer time. 


SIDESTEP The confusion, however, has only started. Those 

who favor the New Deal and those who are against 
it apparently believe they are accomplishing their purposes in the 
compromise. One side is goisg to be fooled. 

The best inside opinion is that the compromise fis merely a 
sidestep. It does not mean anything, except that NRA prestige may 
suffer. 

The compromise proposed two ‘“‘changes:” (1) Abolition of 
price control, and (2) withdrawal from intrastate business. What 
those two changes amount to will depend on who interprets them. 
And the answer to that is the NRA will interpret them until the 
Supreme court does. 

This means the supreme court and not congress will decide the 
future of the NRA, 


PRICE-FIXING The inside on abolishing price-fixing is this: 

The NRA outlawed price-fixing, as such, six 
months ago. It abolished direct price regulations in several codes 
at that time, and more recently in the lumber code. But it did not 
abolish the steel basing point system and similar little devices which 
it does not consider to be price-fixing. 

These little devices will be retained if the compromise is adopt- 
ed by congress, although they are certainly indirect price-fixing. 
IMAGINATION Also you may suSpect it means destruction of 

the NRA if you abolish its control over intra- 
state business. The secret of that is the NRA never considered any 
of its activities as influencing intrastate business. It has always 
agreed that it never had any influence over business conducted pure- 
ly within a. state. 

It stretched its legal imagination somewhat when it adopted the 
service codes (for hotels, restaurants, etc.) which do not appear to 
be in interstate commerce. But it can still stretch its imagination 


after the compromise is adopted. 

RED-HANDED Imagine the embarrassment of a certain con- 
gressman when a house attendant walked up 

and handed him a wad of money during a roll call the other day. 

What made it worse was the congressman had publicly an- 
nounced he would vote one way on the roll call and then voted the 
opposite way. The vote was on the question whether Secretary 
Ickes should have another $10,000 assistant. No lawyer could ever 
pine for a better circumstantial case showing that Mr. Ickes was 
paying off promptly for votes, but, like many another circumstan- 
tial case, it was all wrong. 

The congressman had arranged to cash a personal check and 
sent a house attendant downstairs to bring him the money from the 
disbursing office. It was true he changed his vote, but he did so 
because Mr. Ickes had recently been made head of the relief allot- 
ment division. The congressman will get money later from Mr. 
Ickes, but it will be relief money for his district. 

(Note: The name of the congressman is being omitted because 
some stupid voter in his district would probably suspect that he 
actually had been bribed.)

The book was 
the more offensive because it was so 
convincing, but fortunately Mr. Millis 
is neither a homespun philosopher nor 
a columnist. His audience, therefore,

another book, called 
Too Late. “The Road to War, 

1914-1917,” in which 
he expresses a feeling that this coun- 
try need not have entered the fight.

Didn’t the Unjted States know all 
along that the British controlled the 
news sources through their press 
bureau in the little, round, grimy room 
in London, and that they were never 
any great hands to give themselves 
the worst of it? If not it was not 
for lack of telling, because it was 
frankly told then that the news, by 
mail and cable both, was strictly cen- 
sored on a frankly partisan basis and 
that London was the great clearing 
house, 

After a little while the correspond- 
ents of the American press working 
in London learned to relax, breathe 
easily and offer no resistance. Doing 
it that way a man suffered no pain, 
but if he attempted to buck the cen- 
sorship his days were numbered, and 
those were enviable jobs. In fact, it 
was considered prudent to show a 
little personal partiality for the Allies’ 
side of the dispute because the British 
were in it up to their eyes, hating the 
Germans with all their soul, and a 
neutral who undertook to be neutral 
in discussing the war socially was 
| subject to some suspicion.

It is no good to try to tell a German 
why it was, dumb of them to shoot 
idith Cavell, even though she was a 
spy, because anyone thick enough not 
to understand why without being told 
never could learn. The French shot 
Mata Hari, to be sure, but the French 
have a nice way about them, and, 
moreover, Mata Hari was a sort of 
underworld character, not the merci- 
ful figure of a nurse. It may have 
distressed Mata Hari just as much, 
but it made a beautiful execution, the 
dancer facing the firing squad at 
dawn with the whispering nuns at- 
tending her. The Germans couldn't 
understand why their execution of 
Miss Cavell was a brutal and shocking 
act whereas that of Mata Hari was 
poetic. . 

At sea, where the American decis- 
ion to enter the war was fitally fore- 
ed, the British were blockading Amer- 
'iean ships and violating American 
sea rights, but they were jaunty and

The Germans had to hide in the sea 
and sink ships to accomplish the same 
purpose. It is impossible to torpedo 
a ship in a tactful manner.

RELIEF HOTELS CLOSED. 

The greatest story of the day was from relief headquar- 
ters, where it was announced they had closed their doors, So) 
many transients had got the Derby fever that the relief head- 
quarters refused to take any more and urged near-by cities to 
keep their relief cases at home. They arrived by freight cars, 
hitch-hiking and by any other fashion. But they got here.

It seemed he had refused to listen 
to her advice at Agua Caliente and at Jamaica and at 
other tracks. They were part of the crowd that fol- 
lows the races from track to track. 

This morning newsboys from Atlanta gave me an effusive 
greeting at the gates to the Downs, where they were selling 
papers. They needed just a little help and would like, espe- 
Cially, to get into the grounds. But there isn’t a ticket left. 

It is a crowd which is tossing money around reck- 
lessly, this one which has gathered here. The bars are 
jammed nightly and the cost of the drinks at the better 
ones runs from 40 cents to 90 cents and $1 each. And 
these crowds buy by the hour. 

The stores are also getting a good play and the restaurants | 
and hotels are reaping their annual harvest. 

Someone has brought back spending. This is the | 
greatest spending year since the depression struck us 
in 1929, and there is no getting around that. 

Money is in circulation again and it seems to me the man 
in the White House must have done it.

What was a few more fields in his 
life? The land was there and he used 
it. Yes, he used it completely up. 


To hope to see a clear Chattahoo- 
chee is not idle. A clear Savannah 
river would take much more time but 
is quite possible an accomplishment. 
|Stop the erosion and the streams will 
‘flush themselves clean of all silt, mak- 
ing the beds as rocky and sandy as 
formerly and the water as beautiful as 
in the primitive days when good bass 
fishing could be had at the Bolton 
bridge.
